The CIA i3 a largo and, on the whole, well-organised intelligence apparatus, which 
knows and onployc tho tricks of tlie trade* But it not only gathers inL -llij-nccj 
it “operates" oabatours, guorrillaa and other par ard.li tary forces. And its operations— 
particularly if the. are not carefully programed, controlled and directed — tend 
willy-nilly to influence policy, if not to make it* 

The agency has many extremoly able man* But it oporatea behind tho cloak of anonymity 
qnri secrecy— cuid secrecy adds to power* When tho same organization collocts intelligence 
and evaluates it, and, at tho sane time, conducts clandestine operations— and when that 
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organization is as powerful and as well financed as tlie CXAr—thero is an inevitable 
tendodney for some of its personnel to assume tho functions of kingUnakors*^ 
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
